| Senfe and Motion, fo that’ the Party fo ta- 
| ken, is in all-things like one Dead, except 
~ in. Refpiration and Pulfe, which tho’ they 
remain, yet they aré both Depraved, ae 
An Apoplexy is of two Kinds, (viz.) Sanguine and. 
Phlegmatick, the former arifing from a Stagnation of 
Blood in‘the Blood'veffels of the Brain, and the 
latter from an Obftru@ion of the ‘Nervous Syftem, 
by Condenfated Phiegm, obftructing the Influence _ 
of the Animal Spirits into the Nerves. An Apoplexy — 
differs from an Epilepfy, ‘it being ‘more dangerous 
than an Epilepfy, and it differs from a Lethargy, 
becawfe a Lethargy has a Fever and Morion, but 
an Apoplexy has neither: OE oie tan ORR as 2 
The caufe of a Sanguine Apeplexy is from a Stag- 
‘lation, or a too great. Repletion of Blood in the 
Capillary Blood-veffels of the Brain, or from an E- | 
ruption of thofe Vefléls, they being over charged 
With a:hot rarified Blood’; and this extravafated 
Blood, in a Moment, like a Deluge, overwhelms at 
Ofce the whole Brain and Animal Spirits, and this is” 
the reafon why fome People die fo fuddenly, not- 
wichftanding feafonable Bleeding, &c. This Erup- 
tion of the Veffels may alfo be caufed by Blows, | 
Falls, Wounds, Fractures of the Skall, Concuffions

+ The Signs of a Sanguine Apoplexy are when this 
fudden lofs. of Senfe and Motion happen in'a Ple- 
thorick Conftitution, and withouc any preceeding 
Manifeft Caufe, the Face looks Ruddy, the Pu fe is 
fmall, unequal, and fometimes intermits, there is a 
great Difficulty of Refpiration or Breathing; which 
is more or lefs according to the Degrees of the Fir, 
the Party inftantly falls to the Ground being both 
Senfe and Motionlefs.

_ An Apoplexy feldom goes off, without the Refolus, 
tion of fome part, which commonly in time curns

_ Tt.an Enema is not retained. when injected in a 
{mall Quantity, *cis a facal Sign; becaufe it fhewa, 
the Refolution of the Parts, if a ftrong Emetick 
does not work in a Pituitous Apoplexy, ( fuch as. 
an Infufion of Crocus Metallorwn, ora Diffolution of 
half a. Dram, or 2 Scruples of Sale of Vitriol.): “tis 
certainly Mortal; ifthe Pulfe and Difficulty of Brea. - 
thing become more regular and eafie, after Bleeding 
or Vomiting, ‘tis a good Sign of Recovery.

If the Difficulry of Breathing Increafe, and Sweat 
breaks out in the Fic, ’tis Fatal; the fooner the Party 
is blooded in the Sanguine and Vomited in the 
Pituicous Kind, ’tis the more reafonable to hope for 
a Recovery ;/for, Delays in this more than in moft 
other Difeafes, is of a Dangerous Confequence. Tho’ 
an Apoplexy is got off, it commonly leaves the Refo- 
lution of fome patt behind it, which is with ‘great. 
po Ob if ever removed, as I have experien- 
ced. ' 

‘As an Apoplexy is of two Kinds, namely, Sanguine 
and Pituitous, (i. e.) from Blood or Phlegm, fo the 
Cure muff be confequently Varied from each o- 
ther, according to its Kind, for whofoever is called 
to one inan Apoplexy, and prefently falls to Bleed- 

ing the Party without confidering whether the Caufe 
be from Blood or Flegm, makes mad Work, and of- 
ten endangers the Life of the Party, though it may 
fucceed well in the Sanguine, yet he runs a great 
Hazard of killing the Party, yet the By-Standers 
cannot Cenfure him of Ignorance, becaufe thar 
there are two Kinds of Apoplexies, 1s unknown to 

them. . 

If no manifeft Caufe has preceeded the Fir, and 
that the Parties Face looks Red, his Eyes Bloated, 
kis Body and extream Parts are Hot, then Bleed 
without Delay, taking away a quantity of Blood, 
anfwerable to the Plethora, and other Circumftances 
of the Patient, as Age, former Strength, and the like ; 
not taking a Jarge Quantity at once, but rather 
Bleed often, taking away but little at a time. TF 
knew a Woman who was taken with an Apoplexy, 
and in falling down fome how or other, ftruck her 
Temple or Side of her Head againft'a Counter, and 
Wounded it, from whence iflued about two Ounces 
of Blood, which recovered her from the Fir, for”

Ounce: Mix. As foon as this was taken, he had a 
Glyfter given of the following things. Of the com- 
mon Decottion for Glyfters, feven Ounces, Sal Ar- 
moniac, and Sal Gem, of. each one Dram, Pul. Gut- 
ta Gamb, one Scruple, Syrup of Buckthorn, one 
Ounce, mix for a Glyfter, which in half a quarter 
of an Hour came away. with much Faces, he pre- 
fently after recovered fome Senfe and Motion, of 
his Right-fide, which fenfibly grew better and bet. 
ter; but the Left-fide continued as before. Upon-u- 
fing the Volatile Spirit fer down in the Method of 
Cure he Recovered his Speech and Reafon, with 
the ufe of the Right-Hand and Leg. The Left con- 
tinuing Motion-lefs, good Friétions were ufed.with 
the ufe of the Nervines Internally, the Man in fome 
meafure recovered the ufe of his Left-hand alfo ; 
but in fpight of all thar could be done, the Leg 
and Foot remained ufelefs ; ic wafted away witha 
fenfible Coldnefs and Numbnefi, which took a-

4” bolicion of Senfe, accompanied with alternate 
convulfive Motions of the Limbs, and Proftration 
on the Ground. — . | 
The difference of this from an Apoplexy, is that 
the Morion and Strength is nor Abolifhed, as in thac, 
but is confiderably Augmented: An Epilepfy is of 
two Kinds, as firft, Primary, when ’tis an Original 
Difeafe ; fecondly, when ‘tis Symptomatick, arifing 
from fome internal or external Caufe, as Inflammati- 
ons of the Bowels, Wounds of the Tendinous Parts, 
and the like. | | : 

_ The part that is chiefly affected is the Nerves and 
Tendinous Fibres, with the Brain and Animal Spi- 
rits; the Nerves are irritated to a Contrattion by © 
fome internal or external Caufe, which involuntary 
Contraction draws the Tendons and their difperfed 
Fibres into a joyne Confent with them. hie 

_ The Epilepfy is produced, either from internal or 
external Caufes ; the internal Caufes are a diforderly 
Motion of the Animal Spirits, from an Acid Lyme | 
pha, mixing with them in che Brain, thereby cau- 
fing an Explofion of them, though che Brain ie 
felf is not fenfible, yet when this Explofive Spirie 
enters the Nerves, being mixed with, or rained, by 
reafon of the Acid depraved Lympha, doth irritate 
the fenfible Nerves to a Contraction, ( as it were 
to expel the Enemy out of them again ) which Con- 
traction doth produce an Epileptick Fic; for che 
Nerves are hardly offended by any thing fo much as 
by Acerbity or Acrimony of the Humours, which

_ The preceeding Signs are thefe, ( if the Fit is 
caufed by a difaffected Brain and Spirits, ) a violent 
Head-ach with debility of the Senfes, a Vertigo or 
Great Dizzinefs of the Head, Trembling Motions of 
the extream Parts, and a faultring of che Tongue;

Out of the Fit, at all times burn the Bones 
of Animals, but chiefly the Bones of Sheeps, 
Calves; or WHogs-heads in the Fire. So that 
the Smoke may affect the Sick for a Series of time, 
and it will be effectual in furthering, the Cure; a 
Child of 7 Years and a half old, that would not 
take any internal means whatever, was cured only 
by hanging an Amulet of Peony Roots about her 
Neck, ‘and the Smell of Bones burnt as before men- 
tioned.

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no fooner over than the Cold Sweats went off, » 
~and his Pulfe became larger, and he was feemingly 
every way better ; he prefently went to Bed, and I 
gave him fome Spirit of Hartfhorn which mightily 
revived him; however about 9 or ro the fame Night 
he had a ftrong Epileptick Fic which Jafted about 
half a quarter of an Hour, during which time he 
was held down in his Bed by ftrong Men, and his 
Temples were rubbed with Oyl of Amber, with Spi- 
ric of Sal Armoniac held to his Nofe, After the Fic 
was over, he had every quarter of an Hour thirty 
Drops of Tincture of Caftor, in fome White-Wine, 
it being next hand. In lefs than an hour, he had 
a fecond Fit, which lafted not fo long as the other. 
Whilft he was in the Fit, I pur down his Throat fome 
Drops of Oyl of Amber, and Spirit of Sal Armoni- 
ac in Wine. When this Fic was over, he being very 
Thirfty and Craving for fomething to drink, he had 
a Glafs of Wine and Water in which was put forty 
Drops of Spirit of Caftor, and as often as he had 
any thing to drink either Spiric of Hartfhorn, Ca- 
ftor or Amber was put into ir, He had 3 or 4 Fits 
afterward, but every Fic grew lefs and lefs. About

Pleurifie, for many times in thefe Spurious Pleurifies 
there is litle or no Fever, with an obtufe Pain, 
neither is the Pulfe fo hard as ina true Pleurifie;: 
“neither is there any Thirft, or much Coughing, and 
the Party lies moft at eafe on the Sound Side; buc 
many times thefe Baftard Pleurifies fteal on,’ and are 
unperceived, either by the Party or the Phyfician, 
by reafon it does not fhew it felf by fuch urgent 
Sighs as a true Pleurifie.

The caufe of a true Pleurifie or Peripneumony 
is a Stagnation of Blood in the Lungs, Pleura and 
Mufcles of the Breaft, ferving for Refpiration, 
which Stagnation is followed by an Inflammation, and 
after it, commonly a Suppuration, This Stagnation 
‘of the Blood is caufed by an Acid quality of ir, 
which difpofes it, to coagulate in the Veffels, and _ 
hinder the free Circulation of the Blood ; which is 
_ followed by an Inflammation, Suppuration, and fome- 
times an. Ulcer of the Part it fettles in, the Acidity 
of the Blood is caufed by a cold Air, or drinking 
large Draughts of cold Liquors when the-;Body is 
Hot with Exercife, or going into Bed between cold, 
damp, unaired Sheets, or the like ; any of which is 
enough by ics Coldnefs to contract and fhut the 
Pores of the Body, and hinder Perfpiration, ae ; 
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Effluvia’s being hindered, the quantity of the Li- 
quors of the Body are thereby encreafed, and the _ 
Circulation impeded, by the Acidity of thefe Ef- 
fluvia’s. mixing with the Blood and Humours, which 
ought to have been Tranfpired, doth difpofe them 
to Coagulate and fo to Stagnate in the Capillary 
Veffels of the Lungs, Pleura, Intercoftal Mufcles, 
@c. Thefe Effluvia’s of the Body being obftructed, 
by any means, give Rife to many Diftempers of 
the Body. 

Pleurifies are more or lefs dangerous, according to 
the Vehemency of the Symptoms, for if there be 
_a good and free Refpiration, with eafie Expetto- 
ration of a Copious matter, and Urine be plentifully 
voided, there is great hopes of Succefs; but if Breath- 
ing is very difficule wich a dry Cough, the Pulfe 
very hard, and the Fever and [fhirft encreafes, ‘tis 
a bad Cafe. 

A Loofnefs happening ina Pleurifie or Peripneu- 
mony is of very dangerous Confequence, for ir ftops 
the Spitting, and thereby encreafes the Symptoms, 
to the Prejudice of the Patient. 

A Peripneumony is more dangerous than a Pleurifie, 
becaufe ’tis attended with worfe Symproms. 

A Dry Pleurifie without Spitting is very dangerous, 
therefore fuch Medicines as*provoke Expettoration 
muft not be omitred. 

Pleurifies in old People are for the moft part Mor- 
tal, for Strength is wanting to promote Expecto- 
ration. | 

In all inflammable Difeafes of the Breaft, purging is 
hurtful for it Encteafes the Inflammation, bur Expe- 
ctorarers, Dieureticks, €c. are very beneficial. 

All cold Drinks in Pleurifies are very hurtful, though 
*tis not fo much minded as it ought, for cold Drink 
will turn the Inflammation co a Gangrene which will 
Kill the Patient. | 
_ The fooner Expetoration Commences ’tis fo much - 
the better, if is is noc ftoped-by the Acceffion of a 
Loofnefs, or by Adminifiring Purgatives.

If the Body be Coftiye, let the Cure be begun 
with exhibiting a gentle Laxative Clyfter, after ‘tis 
come off, if the Pleurifie be not Malignant, or from 
vifcid Flegm; then take away about twelve Ounces 
of Blood in the Arm of the oppofite fide, and let

It differs from a Dyfentery, becaufe in that the 
Stools are bloody ; it differs from a Lienter:a, be- 
caufe in that the Aliments are evacuated undigefted, 
which is not fo in a Diarrhea, for the Excrerions 
are digefted, and not bloody or red. 

The Stomach is principally affetted, and then the 
Inteftines. But fome are of a contrary Opinion. 

The Caufe of a Diarrheais oftentimesfrom a Depra- 
ved Acid in the Stomach, as alfo from an Obftruction 
of the Serum chat fhould have been perfpired through 
the Pores of the Skin, which being hinder’d by fome 
External Cold, which clofes them, thereby hindring 
the Effluvia’s from going owt, which muft of courfe 
increafé the Serum of the Blood, which afterward — 
forces its way into the Inteftines through the Pores

Signs of a Diarrbwa, are, lofs of Appetite, with 
a naufeating of Food, Thirft, Griping of the Guts, 
before going to Stool, a rumbling of Wind in the In.

Yellow, Afh-coloured or Black Liquid Excrement; 
Urine is not voided fo copioufly as before the Flux. 
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‘A Lienteria is the voiding of the Aliments as they 
were received into the Stomach, with little or no al- 
teration, from. depraved Digeftion of the Stomach. 

A Celiaca, is the voiding of che Aliments in a Li- 
quid form, and whitifh like Chyle, Digeftion being 
performed in the Stomach, but the Chyle is not fepa- 

ated from the Faces, buc both are voided together, 
hen an Obftruction of the Latteal Glands of the 
Guts. : 

A Diarrhea is of.eafie cure, if well managed, tho’. 
cts commonly fucceeded by a Dyfentery, it neglected 
in the beginning, as I have often noted. 

Sweating coming upen a Loofenefs commonly ae 

bares the Fury of it, if not take it guite off. 
_ A-Diarrhea coming upon a Pleurifie, or any other 
Difeafe of the Brea{t, is very dangerous; as aifo 
avhen-ic happens in-a Malignant Fever, or the begin- 
ning of an Acute Benign Fever. 

A Nomiting coming ‘upon a Loofenefs is very be- 
Meficial, and often cures it. 

_ AfBlack, Frothy, Yellowith, very foetid, and Saf. 
fron-coloured Excrements are voided; or Vifcid,, 
and in Colour dike Rufty Iron, or Livid, and. much in 
quantity, it portends Danger: A violent Loofenefs , 
happening upon Dropfical Peaple, for the moft part |

In the-curing of Loofeneffes ’tis very improper and 
hazardous, to begin with Opiats.and Aftringents, as; 
amany-do, before the Paflages have been cleanfed, and - 
the Peccant Humours, in fome meafure, carried off by” 
Vomits and Purges, for the giving of Aftringents int 
the begining, before Evacuation made, will caufe: 
fuch ftubborn Obftruttions of the Vifcera, by locking; 
ap.the Humours, that ‘twill throw the Parent into) 
wery obftinate, if not incurable Dropfies; therefore: 
begin.the Cure of thefe Loofeneffes with an Emetic,, 
for ic mightily abates the Flux, by cleanfing the: 
“ Stomach.of thofe Vifcid, Pucrefattvie Humours, thatt 
nourifh the Difeafe as elas aacerle ro it in the: 
weginning ; and one Vomit is feldom enough, if the: 
, Eat itge bs ‘ Loofenets:

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Loofenefs is any thing ftubborn or inveterate. I nea 
_ wer knew any Loofenefs fo fuddenly and fenfibly o- 
vercome by any Medicine as by Vomits. i 
- Vomits ought to be ufed in the Beginning, and as 
often as the Obftinacy of the Flux requires, but ftill 
have regard to the Age, Strength, Sex, ¢c. of the 
Patient. I have known Patients that have gone 7o 
times, and upwards, to Stool in a Day, and by che 
giving of three or four Vomits their Number of | 
Stools has been reduced to feven or eight in a Day, 
without the ufe of any other Medicine, except fome 
Decottum Album, for their o:dinary drink ; and when 
by the ufe of Vomies, the Flux is brought to fo low 
aa Ebb as feven or eight Stools in 24 Hours, I never 
ufe to perfift in the ufe of them any longer, but 
give Afiringents and Opiats ; as the following,

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motion, as in other Vomits. If ’tis thought the two 

firft Papers of Powder has vomited him enough, 

then defift from giving the third, but if the Party 

be hard to vomit, as fome are, then give the third, 

and if need be, a fourth Paper. "Tis better given 

this way chan a whole Dram at a time, as fome pre- 

{cribe it. I have had very good fuccefs in Fluxes by 

Vomiting with four or five Grains of Tartar Emetic, 

or a Scruple or two of Salt of Vitriol. Sometimes 

when the Patienc is feemingly well, either through 

catching Cold, or eating fome difagreeable Food, | 
or the like, che Flux returns again, then give one 

Vomit, and go over the fame Courfe as before, let-

Some People are of fuch nice tender Confticutions | 
that they cannot take Vomits; in fuch cafes Purging | 
muft be ufed, and thofe muft be compofed of Rhu-:

In Nephritick Pains 
Clyfters and Evacuations of the Excrements give 
no Relief which they doin fome meafure in a Cholick. 
The Pain of the Iliack Paffion is more vehement 
than the Cholick, and is attended with a Vomiting 
of Excrements. . 
<The Caufe of Cholick Pains are various ; If ’cis a

of the Circulation of the Blood is thrown on thé 
Guts, excoriating them, and fo begin the Tragedy. 

_ The Signs of a Bloody-Flux are, firft, the voiding 
of a whitilh pituitous thin Excrement, which after- 
wards becomes Blocdy, and is voided frequent and 

with violent and racking Pains of the Inteftines: 
Through involuntary {trainings at Stool, many times 
the Strait Gut comes down, tlie Party is very Thirfty, 
void of Reft, and is troubled with Flatulency or 
Wind in the Bowels ; the Appetite is loft: When 
the Pain 1s heavy above the Navel, or in the fides, 
and foon followed by Stools, ’tis a fign the great 
Guts are chiefly difeafed. 

“In a Malignant Dylentery or Bloody- Flux, there is a 

_ dry Fever, with great Heats and violent Pain of the 
ead, with a dry black Tongue, unquenchable Thirft, 
and having other Signs of Malignicy joyned with it ; 
the Difeafe is then Infeétious. 

It is an Acute and Dangerous Difeafe. When the 
Excrements are mixed with, as it were, flefhy Sub. 
fiances,’tis mortal, A Malignant Dyfentery happening 

in old People, or Women with Child, is commonly 
- ‘mortal, A mild. Bloody-Flux is not fo dangerous as a 
 -Malign one, and the more higher the Symptoms are 
in Malignant Dy/enteries the-more is the Danger, and 
@ contra, If Worms come out at the Mouth or Nofe 
in Malignant Fluxes, ’tis a fign of great Malignity 
within, and the Difeafe will be mortal. If an In- 
flammation of the Tongue, with difficulty of {wal- 
lowing, happen to a Dyfenterick Perfon, ’tis com- 
monly mortal; alfo when a vomitting of the Bile 
happens in the beginning. ‘If the Stools are like — 
Ruft of fron, or of a Saffron-Colour, with Cold. 
{weats, Coldnefs of the extream parts, a Hiccough 
and Faintings, tis mortal. Breaking of Wind up- — 
wards or downward is a good fign, When the * 
‘great Guts only are affected the Cure is the fooner — 
accomplifhed. When the Pains of the cabins = 
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of a fudden vanifhed, the Symptoms increafing, ’tis 
a fign they are gangrened, which will unavoidably 
kill the Patient. A Jaundice in the Bloody-Flix is 4 
bad fign. Commonly a difficulty of Swallowing is 
the fore-runner of Death. Sweating coming upon a 
‘Loofenefs, of any kind, commonly {tops ic, bur I dao 
fot mean thofe cold faint Sweats which proceed. 
from an over-weaknefs of Nature, which is oftener 
followed by Death than Recovery, cong 
‘In order to compafs a happy cure of this moft 
Teathfome and-dangerous Difeafe,; mind the fifteen 
following Heads; Firft, Let nor Aftringents be ufed 
in the beginning, for they will create Obftructions 
and bring incurable Dropfies. 2dly, Reft and Quiet» 
nefs ought to beenjoyned to all other Endeavours, 
ic being of wonderful fervice in facilicating the Cure. 
-gdly, Abftain from eating any Meac whatever, for 
Ww inflames the Difeafe. gthly, A too greav medly of 
‘Remedies is deftruttive to the Party, therefore they 
‘ought to be avoided. thy, Care muft be had in 
nicely diftinguifhing between a Benign and Maligh 
Dyfentery, that fo the Cure, which is different in 
€ach other, may be rightly apply'd. Grh/y, Opiats 
are of fovereign ufe in all Fluxes, but ought not co» 
re ufed in Benig# Ones, till after general Evacnati-

fuch. 7thly, Blood-letting is of no ufe in Fluxes, 
Bthly, Vomitting in Benign Dyfenteries, t mean Arti- 
ficial Vomits, is the Foundation of a good and face.

‘firengthened in all Flumes. :eth/y, The Parcy oughe

Thefe things being premifed, the immediate Cure: 

If the Difeafe partake nothing of Malignityy 
before the Flux is become obftinate, or the Party’ 
too much weakened, I have found the greateft Succefss 
in adminiftring of Vomits in the Beginning, tho’ the: 
fault do not lie dire&tly in the Stomach always, yett 
commonly foul grofs Humours, that feed the Difeafe,, 
do chiefly generate there, which by mixing witht 
the Bile, doth caufe vicious Ferments in the Guts ;, 
and many times I have found, that one or two Vo-4 
mits is not enough to diflodge this Enemy, and chatt 
fometimes it has been needful to encreafe the Num-- 
ber to fix, eight or ten in obftinate Cafes, but moftt 
times two or three is fufficient. ;

A Man aged about thirty five Years had a ftub- 


born Bloody: Flux, which didn ot abate by Purging, 


or Aftringents, or Opiats, only but for the prefenc. Te 


-Jafted thus on him for thirteen days; for feveral days — 
together he went to Stool forty or fifty, and fometimes 


fixty times a day, and was much weakened by it, 
As foon'as Icame to him, Tadvifed a Vomit, which 
qwas giveh of Tartar Emetic four Grains, which 
-wrought very well, and at Night he had a Dram 


of Diafcordium, with which he refted better than 
he had done for eight Nights before, and in twenty 
four Hours after the Vomit he went but twenty fe-

furd to think that the Animal Spirits convey Senfe 
- tothe whole Body, for they are only the Original 
of Motion, and not of Senfe; for Fluids, of which 
Kind the Animal Spirits are, are not capable of gi- 
ving or receiving Senfe, any otherwife than‘ that 
they may caufe Pain, by being mixed with Exotick 
Particles, which may vellicate the Nerves through 
which they pafs. When one Side is wholly Paraii- 
tick the Caufe is from an Obftrudtion of that half of 
the Spinal Marrow which is of the difeafed Side ; if 


only the Arm is,difeafed, then the Obftru@ion of - 


the fifth, fixth, and feventh Nerves of the Neck, 
and the firft and fecond of the Back, which joyn 
and enter the Arm, to diftribure Senfe and Motion 
to it, are the Caufe; and fo of ‘any particular part 
befides ; the Ob{truction may be frorh a Blow, Fall, 
Wound, Contufion, Punéure, Apofthumes, and 

‘fich like, or from Scorbutick Affections, or Glari- 
nous Flegm, obftructing the paflage of the Nervés,

Motion. This Acid is bred’ by Vitious Ferments in 
the Stomach, or from drinking unreafonably of A- 
cid Liquors, or the like.’ | 
. That palfe which proceeds from the Abfciffion of 
fome Nerve or Tendon is incurable; a Palfey that 


fucceeds an Apoplexy is dangerous; I have obferved - 
it to turn to an Apoplexy again, which killed the 


Patient. A confirmed palfey, and of long ftanding, 
is of very dificult cure, if ever effetted. When the 
Palfey proceeds from Venereal or Scorbutick Taints, 
the Cure is not very hard to accomplifh, for by re- 
moving the Dregs of thofe Difeafes, the Palfey foon.

To make a happy Cure of this Difeafe, *tis proper, 
-as much as poffible, to penetrate into the true Caufe, 
thar fo the Indications of Cure may be rightly per- 
formed. Ifthere is any thing of a Plethora, and if 
the Difeafe came from a Fall, Blow, @jc. I have 
_ found it very profitable to bleed in the Paralytick 
Part, but good Fri@ions with a coarfe Cloth ought 
to precede the Operation; if Bleeding be denied, 
or can’t be performed in the Part, Cupping-Glaffes 
 apply’d_ with a Scarification muft beufed, chat fo 
the thick, fpiritlefs, unattive Blood may be removed, 
and make room for a more Spirituous, Volatile Blood, 
which will caufe a freer Circulation in the part, to 
the unfpeakable relief of the Paralytick Perfon.

“quite cured fome Lethargicks, In thefe fleepy Difor- 
ders, Emeticks ought to be ftronger chan in other 
Difeafes.

Drinks, as Small Beer and Water, and they oughe 
to Purge every three or four Weeks, with fuch 
things as Purge watery Humours, and they ought - 
to be careful what Air they live in, for a cold moift 
foggy Air, and living in low, watery and marfhy 
Grounds muft be avoided, and thecontrary chofen. 
All fuch things as are fet down in the Chapters of 
Apoplexy and Epilep/y are likewife here of ufe. 
As to the Cure of a Waking Coma, fleep muft 
_be endeavoured to be procured, as in the foregoing 
Difeafes ; fleep was endeavoured to be prevented, | 
therefore in the firft place let all external caufes of 
Waking, as alfo all internal Emotions of the mind 
be carefully avoided and fupprefled; then if 4 
Volatile Bilious Humour abound in the Brain, with 
the Animal Spirits, which may caufe this Difeafe; 
the ufe of Opiats are of fingular benefit, to Op- 
pugn the Volatility of the Bile, and deflroy their 
fiery Particles ; but before Opiats be ufed, Evacu- 
ations of the Bile, in the firft Paflages muft be en. 
‘deavoured, and this Evacuation muft be caufed by 
fuch things as are endowed with a {pecifick Quality ; 
and fuch are either Purges or Vomits, to promote 
the Tendency of Nature, which way fhe endeavours 
to throw off the Peccant Humours, and fuch things as 
have a {pecifick Quality, to Purge Bilious Humours, 
are, Manna, Caffia, Rhubarb, Myrabalans, Tama- 
rinds, Cream of Tartar, gc. Compounds are Leni- 
tive Electuary, Ele€tuary Catholicon, Syrup of Suc- 
cory with Rhubarb, Syrup of Rofes Solutive, Pill. 
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Aggregativa, Ruffii, Aloe Rofata, and Rudii, to 
which may be added Mercurius Dulcis, and all purg- 
ing Preparations of Antimony; and if there is a 
Naufea and Pronenefs to Vomit, Tartar Emetic may 


be given from three to five Grains, or give from half.

As for more internals, Opiats take place, but 
they muft be ufed with Caution, always minding 
the Strength of the Patient. Qpiats are better given 
in {mall Dofes, and as often as the cafe Requires, 
than in large Dofes; for by giving large Dofes 
of Opiats the Strength of the Party may be over- 
come, and a worfe Difeafe, if not Death caufed 
thereby. Always mind that the Body be open when 
Opiats are to be ufed, by this means no ill accident 
will Occur; for a Loofe Body will better bear Opiats 
than a Coftive one. In this cafe all forts of Lauda- 
num are of ufe, and all Preparations of Opium. I 
have fometimes found more good by giving Crude 
Opium, than by giving any fort of Laudanum.

the Mouth next the Throat; alfo Breathing is a little 
impeded, and Swallowing is become Painful; the 
prefent Signs are a very great difficulty of Breathing, 
Swallowing is either almoft or quite hindered, efpeci- 
ally of Solid Food; and as Liquids are endeavour- 
ed to be fwallowed, they run out through the Nofe; 
the Throat is Hot and Painful, and being infpected 


* you will fee the Inflammation and Tumour of one or 


_ both the Amygdals, or of the Mufcles only; fome- 
times “cis with, and fometimes without an Elongation 
of the Uvula and a Fever. 

The Gaufe is from a Stagnation of Blood, in the

A Man in a fimple continual Fever, from an im- 
proper ufe of hot Cordial and Spirituous Liquours, 
tell into a violent Phrenfie; his Tongue was dry, and 
his Body was Coftive, with other Signs of a hot in- 
flamed Vifcera. I order’d a Difcontinuance of the 
Cordial and Spiricuous Liquors, and large Draughts 
of the Emulfions of the Cold Seeds, to be often 
drank with fifteen or twenty Grains of Sal Prunelle 
diffolved in each Draught ; and out of hand a cool- 
ing Laxative Clyfter was injefted, which gave great 
Relief both to the Fever and Phrenfie; the Blood 
continuing flill co boil high, he was Blooded in the: 
Forehead, to the quantity of eight Ounces, which 
took off the Fury of the Blood and Spirits, and by 
the ufe of the Emulfion, the Phrenfie in two days 
went off, and the Fever in a day or two followed.

_N Afthma isa difficuley of Breathing, wich 4a 

“A. ftraitnefs of the Breaft, attended fametimes 
with a Cough and a Fever, and. fometimes without 
either, , 

An Afthma ufed to be divided into three forts, as 
Afthmna properly fo called, fecondly Dy/pnea, thirdly 
Orthopnea, all which fhall be diftinguifhed in the 
Signs ; but che moft ufeful Divifion of an Affhma is 
inco a Humoral or Convulfive one, which is likewife 
better diftinguifhed by the following Signs, 

An Afthma which is properly fo called, is when 
Breathing is very difficult, and not without a Noife 
or Ratling in the Throat and Lungs, and fome- 
times with a Cough or Fever. 

A Dy/pnea is when the difficulty of Breathing is 
| moderate, and chat without either any great ftrait- 
nefs of the Breaft, Cough or Fever joyned with it. 
An Orthopneea, or the third kind of Ajthma, is when 
difficuley of Breathing is extream Hazardous, and the 
‘Party is in danger of Suffocation, untefs he ftands or 
fits upright. ee 

The common Signs that attend an Ajthma is difh- 
culty of Breathing, Wheezing, fometimes a’ Cough 
and. fometimes not, The Breath is fhort, with a 
_Noife and Ratling in Expiration, the Breaft is. be- 
come Strait and Heavy, as it were like a Weight or 
Load oppreffing it; the Cough is fometimes Dry and 
fometimes Moift, but no Purulency is Spic up; the 
Symptoms are worfe in the Night than the day time, 
and fometimes ’tis come to that height chat unighs 
ot, a a. i the 
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the Parry fits or ftands upright, he is danger of being 
Suffocated, even in that Pofture alfo, Breathing 
is extream fhopt and difficult, though nor fo much 
as when he lies in Bed.

Afthma’s may'arife from feveral Caufes, as a thick 
vifcid Phlegm, filling rhe Branches of the Bronchus, 
‘ora Purulent Matter, Extravafated Blood, Tumours, — 
_ Violent Motion, Grofs Humours ‘filling the Stomach, 
which lift up the Diaphragm, and canfe a fhortnefs | 
‘of Breath; becaufe the Lungs havemor room’ to ’ex- 
and themfelves in Infpiration, the Fumes of ‘Sul- 
‘phur, Charcoal; Melted Merals, ¢yc. do often . 
caufe dry Afthma’s. As for Convulfive Ajthima’s, 
they may be caufed cicher from fome fault of the 
‘Nerves, which‘ are amplanted into the Lungs, the 
‘Nerves being Convulfed, hinders a due Expanfion 
of the Lungs ia’ Infpiration, or elfe'rhe Mufclesferv- 
jng for Refpiration, or at leaft the Nerves‘ which

All Difeafes of the Lungs are dangerous, and an 
Afthma is not the leaft among them ; tor if a Pleu- 
vifie Seizes an Althmatick Perfon, ic commonly 
kills him. A Scorbutick or. Hyflerick Afthma is 
eared by removing the Principal Difeafe, but if. 
they continue a long time, they ufe ro terminate, in 
Confumprions, Dropfies, gc. Afthma’s happen chiet- 
ly in Autumn and Winter, efpecially to thofe who 
live ina Cold and Moift Air, This Difeafe is more © 
prejudicial to old than young Peopte, though fome- 
times it flicks by borh till they die.

out of their proper Motion. After Drinking, or 
too much Exercife, a Dizzinefs or Swimming of the 
Head is plainly perceived to proceed from a violeat 
hot rarified Blood, flowing into the Head; for 
the Arteries beat more than ufual, the Veins ate — 
Swoln and Diftended with Blood, and the Face looks 
Red; Refpiration is fhort and quick. Alfo a natn- 
ral. or accidental Weaknefs will produce a Vertigo 
from a Paucity of the Spirits; for then the Nerves, — 
and particularly the Opticks are not filled as they 
ought, with Animal Spirits, fo that there is fufficienc 
room for the few that are in thofe Nerves to wheel 
round, and caufe a Vertiginous Fic; for before any

A Diabetes is the Voiding of larger Quantities of 
Urine than isconfiftenc with the Liguids taken 
into the Body either by Eating or Drinking. And 

An Incontinency of Urine is when the Urine is not 
duly retained in the Bladder, bur paffes out of it as 
faft as ‘cis fent down by the Kidneys, 

Ic differs one from the other in this; in a Diabetes 
more Urine is voided than ought to be, and ’tis of a 
{weer Taft ; but in the latter Difeafe no more Urine 
is voided than ought to be, only ’tis continually 
droping out from an imperfect Conftrition of the 
Neck of the Bladder, 


The Signs of a Diabetes, or Immoderate Flux of Vi 


rine, is the voiding larger ae the Liquids 
received ought naturally to allow, and che Urine thug 


‘voided is of a fweet Taft, Thin and Crude, wirh a

a mild ‘Character, and of little continuance, the Cure: 
is hopetul. 

An Incontinencg of Urine, happening from External) 
Caufes, and in young People, may be more eafily) 
Cured than ifit proceeded from a Palfey, and in aged | 
_ People, for in fuch a Cafe ’tis incurable. If this; 
Difeafe happen in Fevers ’tis reckoned a Mortal Sign,, 
but I have twice obferved the contrary; yet it fhewss

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Take of Cinnamon and Treacle Waters of each one 
Ounce, Spirit of Hartfhorn thirty Drops: Mix 
for a Potion. 


When many Sudorificks have failed, the following 
never failed me in this Difeafe, to procure Sweat; 
befides which it likewife provokes Urine, guenches 
Thirft, and abates the flow Fever, that fometimes 
attends this Difeafe; ‘cis true it looks co be but 
a fimple Medicine, bur let ic be tryed, and difpife 
it not for its feeming meannefs. 


Take Chymical Oil of Chamomile ten Drops : Mix 
it very well with a little Sugar, then diffolve 
the Sugar ina fmall Porringer full of warm Wa- 
ter-gruel, which let the Patient drink off imme- 

* diately, and if it doth not caufe Sweat in half 
an hours time, let it be repeated, if the Oil be 
wanting ; fire . . 


Take two Pugils, of Chamomile Flowers, boil them 
in a Mefs of thin Water-gruel, for a little time ; 
Strain out, and drink the Gruel, at a draught or 
two, it being [weetened with a little Sugar. 


After the Serum, by thefe means being carried off, 
the whole Mafs of Blood, and the weaknefs of the 
Lymphatick Veliels muft be ftrengthened, which is 
done by thofe. things that have a Specifick, ftreng- 
thening Quality ; as Aromatich Wines, and Chalybeat 
Medicaments : As, a\fo a Decottion of the Woods, or 
Whey, wherein Red-hot Iron has been often quench- 
ed; alfo a Decottion of Wormwood, Centaury, Ground- . 
Ivy, &c. or the Salts of them are proper. 

Externally Difcutient Cataplafms, Fomentations, , 
and the like, are of ufe; bur if nothing of all this: 
will carry the Water out of the Belly, the Ope-: 
ration called Paracentefis muft be performed to let: 
the Water out of the Cavity of the Belly; to Pee 
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form which Judicious and Skillful Surgeons muft 
‘be confulted, but if the Bowels are any way UI- 
cerated or Corrupted, this Operation comes too late; . 
if abundance of Water be contained in the Legs, 
Scarifications are allowed to let it out; or if the. Scro- 
tum be muchdiftended, a Seton is proper to difcharge 
the Water. | 

In a Tympany, fuch things as Purge watery Hu. 
mours, which is mentioned before, are proper, only 
-Carminatives muft be added to whatever. is ufed. 
- Alfo Carminative Clyfters muft not be neglected.

T HE Scurvy is a Dyferafie or:Contamination of 
# the Blocd, and other Juices of the Body, and 
fhews it felf by the following Signs ; there are Livid 
Spots on the Hands, Legs and Feet, and other parts 
of the Body, fome of which in procefs of time 

Ulcerate ; there is an univerfal Weaknefs, with 
tremblings of the Hands and Legs, the Gums Putri- 
fie and Ulcerate, which occafion' a moft loathfome 
ftinking Breath, the Teeth are loofe, Scorbutick 
Pains befer the Joynts, and at length there is Ri- 
gid Contractions of the Limbs, a difficulty of Breath- 
ing, with Cholick and Griping Pains of the Bows 
els, Violent Head-aches, Vertigoes, and often Swoon- 
ing. When the Difeafe is come to any confide- 
rable Height, the Pulfe is Small and Weak, Urine 
is thin and Pale, bur fometimes ’tis Red with Sand - 
{ticking to the Pot; fometimes the Body is Loofe, 
and fometimes very Coftive; there is alfo a lofs of 
Appetite, and a Confumption of the Parts, Night- | 
Sweats, @c. 

“The caufe is either from a vitious Digeftion of the 
Stomach, which according to its Remote Caufe, and 
the Conftitution of the difeafed Party ftamps an 
Acid Quality on the Blood, and confequently on 


Cold and Moift fort of Scurvy; but if the vitious fer- 
ment in the Stomach, be occafioned from a too long 
ufe of Salt Food, ot living in Low Grounds near the 
Sea-Side, or from eating of too much Flefh without 
areen Herbs, Roots, gc. A Salinous Quality of the 
Juices of the Body is thereby contratted, yee is 
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the caufe of a Hot and Dry fore of Scurvy. The: 
remote caufes are Salt Food, Lazinefs, or any un-- 
wholfome Food, that is apt to corrupt the Ferment: 
of the Stomach, and thereby caufes Putrifattive Hu-. 
mours, to be bread in the Body, which are the Au-- 
thors of the forementioned Signs of this Difeafe. 
The more Recent and Mild the Difeafe is, the ea-- 
fier and fooner ’tis cured, buc if it has been of long; 
ftanding, fo that the Lungs are Ulcerated, or the: 


“Bowels become Scirrbus, with a very great difficul-- 


ty of Breathing, ‘tis with great difficulty if ever: 


- cured ; when the Difeafe is of tong ftanding it com-- 


monly proves Fatal, by producing -Apoplexies, Patfies,, 
Dropfies, Confumptions, and the like. 

The Cure muft be begun with prefcribing an ex-. 
a&t Salubrious Diet, which is done. by prohibiting; 
the ufe of aJl Flefh and Fifh whatever, particular-- 
ly, all Salced, Smoak-dryed, or unwholfome Food.. 
-Adfo all unwell brewed Beer, and drinking of Wa-- 
ter muft be denied. A Small. Wine is allowed. aows 
and then, and the more of it,:if ic be impregna-- 
ted with Antifcorbuticks, Then to alter the Scor-- 
butick Dyfcrafie of the Blood, and Juices of the:

ticks are always allowed. Seventhly, In Scirrbus: 
Swellings: 
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‘Swellings of the*Bowels, Liquid Aperients are pre- 
ferable to all others. Of the things which are ac- 
counted Specificks; fome are Herbs ; as Scurvy Grafs, 
Winter Creffes, Horfe-radifh, Brook-lime, Scabious, the 
Leffler Houfe-leek, Water creffes, Wild Marjoram , 
— Ay ffop, Wood-forrel, Leffer Centory, Germander, Spleen- 
wort and Borage. Others are Roots, as Virginia 
_ Snake-root, Scorzonera, Horfe-radifh Roots, China Fe- 
nil, Parfley, Falap, Rhubarb, &c. Saffafra(s Wood, 
and Guajacum, and the Seeds of Muftard, Coriander, 
&c. and Limons, Oranges, Currans, &c. Cream of 
Tartar, Elixir Proprietatis, Spirit of Sal Armoniack, 
and many other things are of ufe in this Difeafe, 
which are too tedious here to Name, out of all which 
various Compofitions may be framed. The following 
Medicated Ale for comnion Drink is of noted Ser- 
vice in curing the Scurvy, a, 


Take Carduus, Centory, Heymaids, Buckbean, Grounds 
Pine, Sea Wormwood, and Tops of St. Fobn's 
Wort of each one handful, of the Flowers of Broom, 
Rofemary and Sage of each half a handful ; boib 

them in fix Gallons of Ale-wort, inflead of Hops, 

then put the Ale into fome Veffel, and when it 
has done Working, put all the boiled Herbs into 
' @ Bag, and hang it in the Liquor, and in two 
or three days time, begin and wfe if for common 
Drink. — 


- Many other Drinks may be made of the like Na- 
cure, but; co all People who are affliéted wich the 
Scurvy, if to fuch a degree that their Teeth are 
Loofe, Gums Ulcerated, Breathing fhore, their Limbs 
fo contracted, that they cannot walk, with Scorbu- 
tick Ulcers on their Hands, Legs and Feet, great 
Thirft, unfufferable Night Pains, and the like Sym- 
ptoms, I recommend Cream of Tartar as the great- 
eft Antifcorbutick that ever I met with in the whole 
Republick of Phyfick; by the ufe of it I have 
woth feen and done Wonders, infomuch that in a 
! manner 
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manner I have thrown by all other Antifcorbu- 
ticks, except a very few which are interlaced with 
the ufe of the Cream of Tartar. I fhall not {peak 
how ‘tis ufed in the Cure of the Scurvy in this 
place, but chufe rather to refer the Courteous Rea- 
der to the following Obfervations, which were pen- 
ned fome Years before this Book was Written, But 
fo proceed, the Cure of the Scurvy is to be varied, 
aecording to the Urgency of the Symptoms, always 
having Refpett to the Difeafe it felf, for the Scur- 
wy produces many dreadful Symptoms, which can 
‘a no wife be removed without a due regard had 
to the Scurvy; Diureticks are proper, Vomits are un- 
"proper, unlefs there be Strength, Gentle Laxatives 
are always of ufe. As, %

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Scorbutick Cholick Pains are bravely relieved by 

adminiftring Purgatives with Opiars mixt; as alfo. 
Carminatives and Anodyne Clyfters injected. 
Scorbutick Ulcers) muft be often wafhed with 
Lime Water, till the ill habit of Body be mended | 
by a due ufe of Specificks, at which time the UI- 
cers will heal of themfelves, it being almoft impof- 
fible to heal them before the Scorbutick Juices of 
the Body are alrered. 

I have feen Scorbutick Palfies, cured with very 
-fimple things in the Declenfion of the Difeafe, which 
could by no means whatever be removed in the In- 

creafe or State of the Difeafe. i 
A Milk Diet is very good, if the Stomach be nor* ~ 
too Weak, and Draughts of Whey with the Juice of 
an Orange, or a Limon in it, is very proper for 
a change of Drink. Spirit of Sal Armoniack caken 
in a Glafs of Wine now and thenis excellent. I 
never did fiad much good from the ufe of Spirit of 
Scurvy Grafs, ic maybe ufed in cold Scurvies, but 
it ftands to reafon to be prejudicial in hot Scurvies 
if you confider its Quality. - p! 


OBSERVATION. 


P One E. W. was forely afflicted with the Scurvy; 
he had been in feveral Hands, but grew worfe and 
worfe, in fo much that almoft every Body gave over 
hopes of his Recovery; he was in the 56 Year of 
his Age, his Teeth were Black and Loofe,. his Gums 
were Ulcerated, and he had a moft loathfome 
ftinking Breath; his Thighs and Legs were not in Livid 
Spots, but from the Groins, ¢c. down to the Feet 
was all over Livid, much like fuch Lividnefs as is 
feen in Gangrenes; the Joynts of his Knees and An- — 
kles were fo ftiff that he could fcarce Walk; thefe 
are the Symptoms which troubled him moft, on the 
13th of March 1706, at which time I began his 
cure as follows. :

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Take of Red Rofe Leaves, and Chamomile Flowers 
of each one Pugil, deco ema little, in a Pint of

Sometimes ’twas i 
given in one Vehicle, and fometimesin another, that: 
the continuance of it might not Naufeat his Stomach 5, 
in few days before thefe Medicines, could have any’ 
effect on him, he was become extream Weak and. 
Faintith, at which time the Cream of Tartar was gi-° 
ven but twice a day; Namely, Morning and Night, , 
and now and then between whiles, efpecially when |: 
he was moft Faintifh, he took a Spoonful or two) 
of Snake-root Brandy to keep his Spirits up, and _ 
if the Cream of Tartar did not give him a Stool in) 
the Night, ( which ufually ic did ) he took the next © 
Morning one Dofe of the following Pills. 


Take of Gum Gambogia one Dram, Winters Cinnaimon 
and Snake-root of each in Powder twelve Grains, 
Conferve of Rofemary Flowers half a Dram, But- 
ter mt Salted, enough to make a Mafs for Pills, 
to be. divided into four Dojes. 


He drank once or twice a day a GlafS of fimall 
Wine, with the Juice of an Orange init. 
| | After 
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After this method, in about a Fortnight, with the 
help of an underhand ‘Staff he could Walk abou a | 
lictie, and he did, being defired, keep in’ Motion 
as much as poflible, and when he had tired him- 
felf he refted a little, and to Walkingagain, his 
Breath did not fmell fo bad as formerly, and the Li+ 
vid Colour of his Thighs and Legs began to change 
more Red, and inten days more he could Walk a 
little. without the help of a Stick, at which time 
‘the Tincture of Snake-root was left off, and the Cream 
of Tartar was again, as at firft, taken four times 
aday. By continuing this Method for about twelve » 
days longer, the Livid Colour of his Thighs and 
Legs were quite gone, the Ulcers of his Mouth were 
healed , and his Yeeth fettled faft again, and 
the {mell of his Breath was mightily altered for the 
better; che Gargarifm was now difcoatinued, but the 
Cream of Tartar was continued near three Weeks 
longer, which perfected the Cure, and on the third 
of May all Medicines were lefe off, and he appear- 
ed abroad, as free from the Scurvy as ever he was 
before. 

Many other People who had but the leffer Species. 
of this Difeafe, as Livid Spots of the Legs, Stiff- 
hefs and. Pains of the Joynts, a Stinking Breath, 
Tumified Gums, Coftivenefs, ¢yc. have heen actually 
cured by taking Crea of Tartar, from half a Dram 
to a Dram four times a day, for a continuance 
of time. I could write feveral Obferyations of 
cures performed by Cream of Tartar, but ’tis need- 
lefs, for ‘cis {uch a fafe and, cheap Remedy, that the 
meaneft Perfons may ufe it, for which reafon [ 
make it here publick, though I know ’twill get me. 
Envy from thofe who woyld‘nor; if they could do 
ood in their Generation. Mind that a Scuray is a 
hronick Difeafe, and therefore not to be overcome 
f a fudden. If you find no Alteration for the bee- 
er, in three or four days time, let it not difcomrage 
ou trom a farther ufe of the Cream of Tartar, but 
Ge: N 2 perfitt 
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perfift with Patience for fome time in the ufe of icr, 
aid you will find (with God’s Bleffing defired) Succefss, 
as well as I have often done. Let me give you thiis 
only Caution in ufing it, that if by taking of it founr 
times a day as is diredted, it fhould occafion abovee 


’ three Stools in twenty four hours, either the Doft 


may be leffened, or you may omir taking it once opr 
twice a day as there is occafion; it may be takera 
in any thing, as Wine, Beer, Ale, Whey, Pofiert- 
Drink, but the beft way of taking it in the Morn. 
ing and at Night, is in a Porringer of Watergruec! 
Sweeten'd with Sugar, which at osce will be verry 
pleafane, and ferve for a Breakfaft and Supper,-aa 
well as a Medicine for the Scurvy.

ctions, 

A Swooning is the fudden failure of Strength and 
Senfe, with a Weak or no Pulfe at all, and whos 
foever is taken fuddenly falls to the Ground ; ; the 
Face is Pale like one Dead, and fometimes Ordure 


and Urine is voided involuntarily. 


The Signs are a Mif-reprefentation of Colours 


‘before the Eyes, a heavynefs of the Head, a Weak 
Low Pulfe, a faultring and lofs of Speech, and Re~ 
- {piration is fcarce perceived, the €xtream parts are 


cold, and cold Sweats break out all over the Body, 
the Face looks Pale like a Dead Man, and through 
great Weaknefs the Sphin&er Mufcles relax, and 
the Excrements.are voided.

Di 


being {pent and exhaufled, as is feen’ in acute 
eafes, or they may be leffened by Fluxes of ali 
kinds, as.

No Swooning whatever is without danger, more 
or lefs* in Melancholy and Hyfterick People ’tis 
common, and not fo dangerous as when it happens 
in acute Difeafes. Thofe who Swoon often without 
manifeft ‘caufe, commonly die fuddenly ; the longer 
the Swoon continues, the greater is the danger, e- 
{pecially if the cold Sweat be great and vifcous ; 
in the beginning of an acute Difeafe, Swooning is a 
Sign ’cwill bear a Malign Charatter, Thofe Swoon- 
ings occafioned by Labour, long Fafting, and the 
like are not very dangerous, and are eafily cured 
by Reft, eating of Nutritive Food, or by any thing 
that will recruit the wafted Spirits.

» Spirits, entring the Nerves, which carry Motion to 
the Mufcles, ferving for Speech and Refpiration, the 
Obftruttion of the Animal Spirits, is caufed by an 
incongruous inbred Acid, which is promoted. by Er- 
Tors committed in Diet; that is, eating lare ac Night, 
fuch things as breed grofs vifcid Humours, which 
are all fuch as are Salt, Acid, and Smoak-dryed.

( which firft broke out about his Head and Forehead, 
and fo downwards) that he was almoft twice the 
time in curing, to what the firft Man was.

tracted by eating Salt Food, an unwholfome Air, , 


bad Lodging, lying in Wet and Cold Places, which 
checks the Perfpiration;, thereby the Serum 1s aug. 
mented in the Body, which putrifies and turns both 
Saline and Acrimony, 

There ‘js another fore of this Difeafe as I have 


feen, wherein the Body or fome part is all over in: 
“one continued dry Scab, of a yellowifh Colour, 


which will fall. off when fomented, and anointed 
with Oinrments and Liniments; and under ic the 
Skin looks of a dark red Colour, and in very little 
time other Scabs appear in the fame places as the 
former were in. This Difeafe increafes the Magni- 
tude of the whole Body, or the part only where ir 
appears ; the Legs are {tiff and bigger than ufual, and 
the affected parrs look like the outer kind of an 
Elm Tree, only ’cis of a White or Yellowifh Colour ; 
if the Hands and Fingers are affected they are ufe- 
lefs, as being Stiff and Intiexible; this laft menrio- 
ned Scabbinefs is more properly called an Elephan- 
tiafis than a Leprofie, for whofoever are affected 
with this Difeafe, doth in fome particulars refemble 
an Elephant, as in their Rough Skin, ftff Joynts, 
flownefs of Walking, and the like.

The Cure of the Phlegmatick Small- Pox, differs 
as much from that of the Sanguine Kind, as the 
Cure of a Pituitous Apoplexy differs from a Sanguine 
one, and ought to be minded and prattifed as 
much.

that is commonly ufed is Cows, Affes, and Goats, but 
the beft Milk, and what is moft Familiar to Hu. 
mane Bodies, is that of a Healthy Woman fucked 
immediately from the Breaft; Milk is improper in 
wthe following Cafes. Firft, If there be an Ulcer of 
the Lungs, or of any other Vifcera. Secondly, if there 
be Obftruétions of any parts Thirdly, If a Putrid 
Fever attends, or a Loofnefs. Fourthly, If the Sto. — 
mach be clogged with Grofs Acid Humours, it will 
curdle the Milk, and fo do more hurc than good; 
therefore, before Milk be ufed the vitious Acid 
in the Stomach muft be removed , if. Strength 
will admit, and there be no Ulcer of any Internal 
Part, a gentle Vomit may be given; then fome or 
other of the following Recipe’s to overcome the Aci- 
dity of the Stomach.

Evers are divided into continual and intermitting, 
and again each of thefe are divided into many 
Species ; of the firft kind, are Benign, Malign, and 
Peftilential Fevers; of the fecond kind are Quoti-

A Fever generally fpeaking is an Effervefcence 
or Ebullicion of the Blood, and other Humours of 
the Body, accompanied with a Preternatural Heat, a

The Signs of Fevers, are lofs of Appetite, Vo» 
mitting, a Preternatural Heat over-{preading the 
whole Body, a conftant, frequent Pulfe, Yawnings, 
Pains‘of the Bones, Head and Back, Wearinefs and 
Weaknefs of Body. without manifeft caufe, a great 
Thirft, Shaking and Shivering of the whole Body, 
which is fucceeded by a great Heat, which either 

»intermits or continues in one fteady Courfe from 
beginning to ending: The Urine is tor the moft part 
High Colour’d, the Belly is moft commonly bound ; 
thefe and ‘many more Symptoms are incident to 
Fevers, which fhall be more particularly enumera- 
ted, in the following Chapters of particular Fe.

in little time after; but: geatle Laxatives are very 
Convenient, when the Body is Coltive. ! 
~ A Vomit is very beneficial in moft Fevers, in Be- 
nign cies ir ought not to be given till after Blood-let- 
ting, and then only in the beginning. ~ 

If there be a loathing of Food, and an Incli- 
nation to Vomit in che beginning of a Fever, or in 
its Increafe, ‘cis abfolutely neceflary to adminifter a 
Vomit, for if in fuch a cafe, ( whether through Ig- 
norance or Negleét ) a Vomit be ‘not adminifter’d, 
very fevere Symptoms will feize the Party in the 

State of thé Difeafe, and towards the latter end a 
~ Loofnefs. 

Diaphoretick Medicines are neceflary, in almoft 
all Fevers, but they ought not co be adminifter’d rill 
after Bleeding and. Vomitting, 
If the Fever be owing to an immoderate Reple- 
tion or Fullnefs, then and not elfe, a Purge or two — 
' 4s neceffary in the beginning of che Hlnefs. 

Clyfters are not fo proper in Fevers'to promote 
- a Stool, as gentle Laxatives, for the former only E- 
 yacuates the indurated Faces next the Anus, where- 
as gentle Laxatives, if repeated as there is occafion, 
doth Moellifie the indurated Contents of the Guts, 
from the Stomach to the Anus, and thereby it pro- 
_ motes the Natural Evacuation of the Feces better 
than any Clyfter can do, but in cafe of Expedition, 
a Clyfter may be exhibited, becaufe a Laxative 
will lié fometime in the Body, and perhaps muft 
be repeated before it can have its defired Effects.

Loins, the Tongue becomes Dry, Hard and Blacky, 
the Teeth are covered with black Filth, the Brearkn 
fmells Strong, there is great Thirft, continual Wa-- 
king, and fometimes Spots appear in the Body, thee 
Fever will not yield to the things which are ufed im 
fimple Fevers, it being of a more ftubborn and un-- 
ruly Nature, the Pulfe is umequal, and very Low), 
- Urine is not fo High-coloured asin fimple Feversy, 
* fOmetimes there are Convulfions, Deliriums, &c. . 
The Caufe are either a Coagulation of the Bleodi 
and Humours, or a too great Diffolution of themy, 
either of which may be caufed from an infe*tiouss 
Air, which may create a Coagulation, or Diffolutionn 
of the Blood, according as the Humours are pre:.

Ague, if it returns every third Day, two welll 
Days being between the Fit-days, ’tis called a Quar-- 
tan or a fourth Days Ague.

cet Ifthe Ague return twice in. rwenty four Hours ’riss

’ Membranes of the Kidneys, caufing at firft a dall. 
heavy Pain of the Loins, which in time becomes 
more fharp and pricking, extending its dolorous A~. 
gonies to all the adjacent parts round, fomerimes. 
fal] Red or Whice Sand is voided with the Urine; 
fometimes they are fo big as to be called Small 
Stones or Gravel, and fometimes a Vifcous Tartarous 
Matter is caft ont with the Urine, which in the 
Fir is fometimes of a high Colour, but chiefly pale 
and crude : Juft before the Fir che Urine is pale and _ 
chin and {mall in Quantity; fometimes Blood is mix- 
ed with it.

ons; and ’tis often incurable if it be Heredicary or 
happen to Aged People. If the Party be of a fudden 
{ei'zd witha pricking or ftinging Pain of the Ureter, 
tis a fign the Stone is juft chen fallea on that part. If 
the Urine from being thin and clear changes to a thick 
muddy one, leaving Sand or Gravel in the Pot or 
Urinal, *tisa good fign.

 . The only infallible Sign of a Stone in the Bladder 
is when ‘cis touched with a Catheter, for almoft all 
other Signs are Fallacious. | 
A ftopage of Urine.is no certain Sign of a Stone 
in the Bladder, unlefs the ftoppage happen in the very 
time of Evacuation. Sometimes there are large Stones 
in the Bladder without any ftoppage of Urine ar all, 
becaufe the Stone is perforated, which gives a Paf- 
fage co the Urine, or elfe the Stone is contained in 
‘Membranus Covers, which adheres to the Bladder, 


fome diftance from its Neck, which then is not ca- 


pable to obftru& the Urine. If there be an Incli- 
nation to Stool when the Party begins to Pifs, and 
if he often handles his Yard, and if upon Motion 
the Stone is felt to move from place-to place, it may 
be concluded there is a Stone in the Bladder; the 
Symptoms of an Ulcer and Schirrous of the Blad- 
der, fo much refemble thofe of a Stone, that "tis a 
hard matter to diftinguifh the latter from the former, 
without che help of a Catheter, .

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.. The other Signs of a Stone in the Bladder, which 
are given in by Auchors, are a Heavy, Dull Pain 
on the Pubes, with an Itching of the Paffages, and 
piinful Erections of the Yard, the Urine 1s often 
like that of Catrel, though fometimes when the 
Stone is confirmed, the Urine is like thac of a 
Healthy Perfon, and free from Gravel or Sandy Se- 
dimene. Burif the Stone by ics Bignefs, Weight or 
Ruggednefs has excoriated the Bladder, then ftreaks 
of. Blood are mixed wich the Urine, and the Pain is 
~ fixed, and very grievous to the Party, efpecially upon 
the leaft Exercife rharmay be, the vehemence of the 
Pain argues the Jargenefs and unevennefs of the 
Stone.

If 
the Stone or Stones be {mall they may be attempted 
ro be caft out with proper Remedies, and if the 
Stone be fo big that when ‘tis got into the Ure- 
thra, it will go neither forward nor backward, it. 
may fafely be taken out by opening the Ure-— 
thra wpon the Stone, which opening may eafily be 
curd afterwards. = : 
The Stone is incurable, if ic be in an Hereditary 
Difpofition, and ’tis eafier cur’d in Women than Mens 
Fat, Grofs and*Intemperate People are moft fub- 
je&t co the Stone, and Men more than Women. 
Gouty People feldom efcape all their Life-time, with- 
out having the Stone; intemperate Drinking of Wine, 
_ and an immoderate ufe of Venus, often produce the

A Gentleman who had been many Years trou- 
bled wich a Stone in his Bladder, and had takén fe- 
veral ineffectual Medicines, and from many able 
‘Phyficians, was at length happily cur’d. by filling 
three Stone Bottles with his Urine, as he fuccet- 
fively voided it; then thefe three Bottles were coe 
verd each of them witha Zile or Slate, and bu- 
ried deep in the Ground, that they might nor be 
difturbed or digged up, for fome Months after.
